Declining to consider the bill in ihe 
form presented, the house this morn- 
ing adopted by 99 to 46 a motion of 
Representative Martin, Troup, to re- 
turn the measure to the committee 
with a request that it be revised so 


as to bring the total within the comp- 
troller-general’s estimate of revenue 
for the next two years. During pre- 


liminary discyssion it was brought 
out by Representative Alexander, 


Chatham, chairman of the appropria- 
tions committee, that the expected in- 
come for 1930 totalled only about $11,- 
350,000, even in the event the sen- 
ate should pass all of the house tax 
measures now before it, whereas the 
appropriations recommended in the 
budget bill for 1980 aggregated $13.- 
418,512.42 and for 19281 were in- 
creased to $13,696,662.42. 

Upon reconsidering the bill. how- 
ever, the committee took the position 


that it should not act on the assump- 
tion that the house would be unable 
to rafse additional funds in the re- 
maining days of the session.

House Committee 
Turns Down Cut 


In Appropriations 


SENATE APPROVES 
DALY SESSION 


Upper House Prepares 
for Hard Work by Vot- 
ing To Convene Every 
Afternoon. 


Preparations for hard work during 
the two remaining weeks of the leg- 
islative session were made in the sen- 
ate Monday when resolutions of the 
rules committee calling for regular 
afternoon as well as morning sessions 
and for abolition of the usual 1 
o'clock adjournment hour were ap- 
proved. Making every effort to clear 
the: calendar of important legislation 
and numerous minor measures before 
the last week of the 1929 meeting ar- 
rives, the rules body presented a 
lengthy calendar for the two Monday 
sessions and indicated that important 
business would be transacted every 


‘day this week. 


Senate debate on the Boykin six- 
cent gasoline tax/bill is scheduled for 
the first order of business Wednesday 
morning. On that day the largest at- 
tendance of the week is usually on 
hand, and conditions are favorable for 
debate on pressing measures. 

During the doubladiay Monday the 
upper house disposed of nearly a score 
of general bills and passed almost an 
equal number of local bills from the 
house of representatives. Outstanding 
features of the day were the defeat 
of a bill designed.to abolish all state 
agricultural and mechanic art 
schools; defeat of a constitutional 
amendment to provide for the office 
of lieutenant governor, and passage 
of a house bill consolidating the city 
and county educational systems of At- 
lanta and Fulten county. 

School Bill Beaten. 

Defeat of the A. & M. school bill 
was obtained by a single vote, the roll 
call showing a count of 25 to 18. 
With only a single vote needed for 
the necessary constitutional majority 
of 26, the president was called upon 
to east a ballet. His negative vote de- 
feated the bill. 

Senator Whaley gave notice that 
he would move to feconsider the sen- 
ate’s action. Defeat of the bill means 
that the district A. & M. schools will 
continue to operate as at present and 
will draw the appropriations allotted 
them in the 1980-31 budget. Just be- 
fore the vote on the bill itself, an 
amendment of Senator Whaley was 
adopted, which would have submitted 
the issue to a popular referendum be- 
fore abolition of the schools became 
final. 

In a lengthy debate over the meas- 
ure, opponents argued that the district 
schools are of great importance to the 
agricuitural development of the state 
and should be maintained. Advocates 
of the bill claimed that maintenance 
of the schools-on the level of county 
high schools was a discrimination for 
12 counties against the 149 others in 
the state. 

Whaley Defends Bill. 

In a defending speech for his bill 
Senator Whaley declared that the 
money now appropriated to the dis- 
trict schools would serve to establish 
vocational training in almost every 
county high school in the state. He 
taxing the entire state to 
maintain what he characterized as “12 
county high schools.” Senator Red-

Vote on Revision of 
Young Agreement Is 
Postponed To Consider 
Other Problems. | 


The Hague, August 12.—(/)— 
Adreitly skirting the crisis that has 
deadlocked its deliberations, The 
Hague conference to make the Young 
plan for reparations effeetive today: 
took a new track and sailed along to- 
ward a solution of the Rhineland 
evacuation problem, just as if the tie- 
up over reparations didn’t exist. 

Philip Snowden, chancellor of the

Constitution 
Cat, Expires 


Familiar Feline Figure Eats 
Insect Poison and Dies 
at Hospital. 


The famous Constitution mascot, 
“Luke,” issno more. The ancient 
brindle cat, who spent all of his 
seven years in The Constitution build- 
ing, ate some insect poison Friday and 
died Monday morning in the hospital 
of Dr. J. C. Wright. 

There's no doubt that “Luke” was 
the best known cat in the south and 
perbaps in the nation. Visitors to the 
office of Cecil Holleran on the sixth 
floor of The Constitution generally 
inguired about “Luke” and the state 
df his health. 

When The Constitution building 
caught fire several years ago “Luke”’ 
was the object of a daring rescue. 
firemen saw him climbing to a win- 
dow ledge high up on the outside and 
at the risk of their lives clambered 
up and saved the cat. 

When the story of “Luke's” rescue 
was printed in the paper he received 
letters from many parts of the coun- 
try, some from as far north as Minne- 
sota and as far south as Cuba. Many 
of the letters inclosed catnip for the 
eat. 

Every person wht works on The 
Capstitution knew “Luke” and at one 
time or other stroked his coat of 
fur. He never left the sixth floor for 
several years. “ 

When the cat ate the poison Dr. 
Wright was called and did all he could 
to save his life, but the poison was of 
such a nature as to leave little hope. 

At one time or other “Luke” had 
been stroked by United States sen- 
ators, motion picture stars, boxers, 
fameus baseball and football players, 


noted singers and musicians and no- 
tables in many other lines of work.

PARDON IS URGED 
FOR BLACKBURN 
BY PRISON BOARD 


Clemency Is Recommend- 
ed for C. J. Norman and 
14 Others; Freedom Ts 
Refused Major Carter. 


Palmer Blackburn, former Atlanta 
bond operator who now is sefving a 
three-to-four year term for larceny 
after trust, was included among 15 
convicts for whom the state prison 
commission Monday recommended pa- 
roles or pardon. A full pardon was 
asked for the former prominent young 


business. man. 
Blackburn was widely known here 


as an investment broker when his 
firm failed early in 1928 and he was 
subsequently indicted on 30 counts 
charging larceny after trust, forgery 


and frand. 
After being free under bond for 


some time he went before Judge Vir- 
lyn B. Moore, of the Fulton county 
superior ‘court, on June 26, 1928, and 
plead guilty to two larceny after trust 
charges avd a forgery count. He 
then was sentenced by Judge Moore 
who followed his sentence with the 
expression of his belief that Blackburn 
would return from the state prison 
farm to take a useful place in society. 
Another unusual feature of the sen- 
tencing was that a large number of 
Blackburn's alleged victims were in 
court to plead in his behalf. His at- 
torney. William Schley Howard, con- 
tended that ~Blackburn’s guilt was 
only techmical and that any money he 
had used improperly he had taken in 
to avert business pie 


and.moré serious loss, a 

There remain 27 counts ‘against 
Blackburn’ but it is not expected that 
these will be presséd.

DEFENSE RESTS 
INSNOOK TRIAL 


Case Will Be Given to 
Jury Wednesday—Story 
of Killing as Told on 
Stand Under Fire. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 12.—(#)— 
The closing of direct testimony on be- 
half of Dr. James H. Snook, confessed 
slayer of Theota Hix, Ohio State 
university ¢o-ed,; and the launching of 
the state‘s rebuttal to prove the de- 
fendant falsified while on the witness 
stand, indicated that Dr. Snook’s fate 
may be placed in the hands of the 
jury not later than Wednesday. 

The defense’ rested this afternoon 
with a final attack on the autopsy 
by which Coroner Joseph Murphy de- 
cided that Miss Hix died from a knife 
wound _ which severed her jugular 
vein. 

The state immediately began its re- 
buttal to show that Dr. Snook, con- 
trary to his testimohy last week, ad- 
mitted he cut the girl’s throat to re- 
lieve™her suffering from hammer 
blows, which he inflicted during a 
quarrel, ; 

The rebuttal testimony will con- 
tinue tomorrow and unless something 
unforeseen oecurs, the final argu 
ments of counsel and Judge Henry 


| tie Searlett's charge to the jury will 


delivered ‘Wednesday. The ¢ase 
will be given to the jury immediate- 
ly after that. 

Decision of the defense attorneys 
to dispense with thre testimony of their 
two alienists and to leave the plea 
of insanity supported solely by the 
evidence that has gone into the ree- 
ord thus far, brought the end of the 
trial several days nearer. : 

The prosecution’s attempt to im- 
peach Dr. Snook’s witness stand ac- 
count of the killing of ‘his young 
mistress centered chiefly around the 
signed confession~- which the doctor 
has/flatly disclaimed. As Prosecutor 
Chester read each. statement from 
the stenographic notes of the. confes- 
sion during his cross-examination of 
Dr. Snook last week the defendant 
made a general denial of the docu- 
ment and dechlared that most of its 
statements were dictated by the prose- 
cutor... ~ 

Ralph O. Brown, the stenographer 
who took the notes, went to the stand 

i afternoon and testified that the 
confessiqn was made by Dr. Snook 
and that the defendant .did admit 
severing Miss Hix’s jugular vein with 
his pocket knife. 

With testimony thus in direct’ con- 
flict it will be up to the 11 men and 
one woman who comprise the jury 
to decide whether Dr. Snook, or the 
state has the more accurate story of 
what happened at the New York 
Central rifle range on the night of 
June 13, when Miss Hix was killed. 

The revolver which Dr. Snook said 
he believed the girl had corcealed 
in her purse at the time of the 
killing was formally introduced as a 
defense exhibit this afternoon. It 
was minus the trigger spring and 
could be cocked only by depressing 
the muzzle. 

Walter Highshoe, a small arms ex- 
pert, took the stand as a defense wit- 
ness, and told the jury that the trig- 
ger spring had been removed from 
the weapon within the last month by 
an unskilled person, intimating that 
some member of the state’s staff had 
tampered with it. 

The hammer of the gun was not 
workin properly when Detective 
Gail McGrath found it in a dresser 
drawer at the apartment which Miss 
Hix oceupied with two friends, but 
McGrath managed to cock it. High- 
shoe testified that the trigger spring 
must have been in the weapon at that 
time or it could not have been cocked 
without a knowledge of depressing 
the muzzle, : 


FOUR ARE BURNED 
AND 25 ESCAPE 
IN MINE BLAST 


Pottsville, Pa.. August 12.—(7)— 
Four men were burned, three serious- 
ly and 25 escaped through an air 
breach in an intersecting gangway 
tonight when a series of four explo- 
sions occurred in the Primrose vein 
of the Sherman Coal Company here.

A Fulton county fee of $500 for 
candidates in the democratic primary 
for congress on September 11 was set 
Monday by William Schley Howard, 
chairman of the fifth district con- 
gressional executive committee, follow- 
ing a conference with Claude C. Ma- 


son, chairman of the Fulton county 
executive committee, and G. E. Mad- 


committee. 

Mr. Howard said that the cost of 
the primary had been estimated at 
$1,500, and that any sum over that 
amount paid in by candidates in Ful- 
ton county is to be refurned to the 
candidates. 

To qualify in Fulton county, the 
candidates must pay the $500 fee to 
Mr. Mason not later than 3 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon in order to ob- 
tain a receipt. 

Acts Under Resolution. 

This action by Mr. Howard follow- 
ec the refusal of the Fulton county 
committee chairman to hold a meeting 
and assess the fee.

These foreign insect pests can find 
congenial climatic, cereal and vege- 
table hosts in our varied continent 
and the bureau of entomology has 
reported that the ravages of such im- 
ported pests now cayse crop losses of 
upwards of a billion dollars per year. 
That is a frightful toll to pay to 
alien bugs.

NERVOUSNESS AND CHEESE. 
Why waste space, Inquiries a nerv- 
ous correspondent, juggling terms’? 


merely a symptom of some disease 
condition that affects (the correspond- 
ent says effects, but he is typing 
i his letter and he is nervous) the nerv- 
| ous system, matters little to the suf- 
| ferer, so why waste precious space. 


Then six or eight hundred words 
farther along the nervous correspond- 
ent takes up cheese and demands what 
iI mean cheese is not binding, What 
| kind of cheese? Under what circum- 
stances? How much cheese? 

Then presently the nervous corre- 
spondents gets on a race horse. The 
horse, trained fine and ready to run 
the derby never shows any signs of 
; heryousness, eh? 

And how can I pretend I do not 
give medical advice; is my advice 
about cheese uot being binding any- 
, thing else than medical advice? 

About nervousness and cheese I 
am willing to reason with onr nervous 
not about race horses. You 
see, | am more or less an expert on 
nervousness and cheese; not about 
race horses. 

If a person feels “nervous” or be- 
haves “nervously” when about to run 
a race, speak a piece, take an exam- 
ination or undergo any test, risk or 
trial, and clearly recognizes that his 
discomfort or strange behavior is due 
to anxiety or fear, there is no great 
objection to that and he may call it 
“nervousness” if he wishes, though the 
nerves have little to do with it. But 
when a person attempts to explain ill 
health as a mere state of nervousness 
or as due to nervous strain or any- 
thing like that, then I think it,is the 
duty of any health adviser or teacher 
to strive to discourage that mistake 
whenever he can, In all I have said 
about the “nervous breakdown” fal- 
lacy my nervous friend will find noth- 
ing to warrant his attempt to impute 
to me a mere quibbling about terms, 
I have said again and again that as 
“a rule the real disease or ailment of 
the victim of the “nervous breakdown” 
fallacy is not in the nervous system 
at all; and on the other hand, the 
majority of patients who actually have 
disease of the nervous system are not 
at all of the “nervous” type and 
would not be considered “nervous” by 
the ordinary observer. 

I wish it were feasible for me to 
follow such a statement up by telling 
precisely what does ail the “nervous” 
victim, if it isn’t his nerves. But only 
a physician who can examine and 
study the individual patient is able 
to do that. 

When I say cheese is not binding, 
not constipating, I mean any kind of 
cheese you prefer, in any quantity you 
like and under whatever circumstances 
you wish to propose. And I say this 
as a health authority primarily; as 
a physician, too, if you insist. 

lll health or disability can searcely 
be accounted for as an effect of 
“weak nerves’ or “bad nerves” or 
“nervous strain,’ except for purpose 
of deceiving busybodies who are too 


curious to know what ails the patient.

CHINA’S TANGLED SKEIN.

Shanghai, China. 

Shanghal, China, August 12.—Chi- 

nas tangled skein of politics is still 
far from being unknotted, notwith- 
standing the undoubtedly meritorious 
nature of some of the professed ideals 
of its present government, and the en- 
thusiasm of its apparently sincere 
young leaders, 
These two words—“apparently” and 
“‘professed”—tell the whole story of 
whiy China is still retrogressing after 
18 years of democratic government. 

No American could be found who 
would not agree in the three principles 
of government of, by and for the peo- 
ple, upon which the government of 
China is now supposed to be founded. 
As a matter of fact the present gov- 
ernment is one of, by and for the kuo- 
mintang party. So far as the accom- 
plishments to date of this government 
are concerned the three principles 
might well have been a single plank 
of “the people be damned.” 

As to the leadership which is sup- 
posed to be bringing China out of its 
centuries of backwardness upward into 
the family of great world nations, un- 
doubtedly many of thesé young men 
are of great earnestness and promise. 
Most of them are graduates of Ameri- 
can colleges and universities, some be- 
ing honor men, 

The trouble with these young men 
is that having secured their diplomas, 
they feel fully qualified to return to 
China and assume the responsibilities 
of a cabinet office. As a_ result 
throughout the length and breadth of 
this great land of 400,000,000 popula- 
tion are to be found in positions of 
trust and responsibifity youths whose 
heads are full to “Overflovjing with 
theories, but who are utterly lacking 
in practical experience. | 

The mechanical superintendent, for 
instance, of one of the most important 
lines of railroad in China has a diplo- 
ma from one of America’s great tech- 
nical universities, but he is somewhat 
handicapped in the performance of his 
duties by the fact that he knows ab- 
solutely nothing about the workings 
of a steam engine. 

So that railroad, like pronpeny all 
the other railroads in China, and the 
rivers and canals, the roads and the 
wire communications, is to descend to 
slang. “going to pot.” 

China’s problem is the biggest prob- 
lem in all the world today. In the 
hands of highly trained and experience 
specialists, the working out of the so- 
lution would be a tremendously diffi- 
cult one. With inexperienced youths, 
whatever their technical knowledge, at 
the helm, the retrogression of the last 
two years of kuomintang rule is not 
to be wondered at. 

Combine this lack of real leadership 
with the suspicion with which all 
Chinese in public office regard eacn 
other, and with the never ending graft, 
petty and large. which permeates from 
the top'to the bottom of every public 
office, and the situation naturally 
grows more complicated to the occt- 
dental mind.

IllustrMtive of the constantly suspi- 


cious attitude which the Chinese lead- 
ers observe toward each other, was an 
incident taking place in Shanghai dur- 
ing July. A young Chinese holding 
one of the mast important official po- 
sitions in this city was one of the 
chief speakers at a luncheon to the 
group of American joufnalists when 
their tour under the auspices of the 
Carnegie Endowment for Fnternational 
Peace brought them to this city. 

This young Chinese, suave, deben- 
aire and good-looking, deliyered his 
speech in Chinese and then immediate- 
ly delivered it again in letter-perfect 
English. It was an address full of 
beautiful phrases, pitched on a high 
plane of world citizenship, and told in 
detail of the earnest efforts of the 
young leaders*of China to so conduct 
themselves as to make their country 
yworthy of the full sympathy and co- 
operation of America. 

Three days later an American-born 
Chinese educated in an American uni- 
versity and admitted to the bar in a 
western state, who is now practicing 
law in the international settlement at 
Shanghai, telephoned’ this eloquent 
young advocate of good will and fair 
dealings among men, asking for an 
engagement to discuss a legal case now 
pending in ‘he Chinese courts of the 
city. e was given an appointment. 
arrived to fill it and was thrown into 
jail on the charge that he had been 
implicated in a fight at a baseball 
game—three years before! 

‘These is a story going the rounds 
in China to the effect that about a 
vear ago President Chiang Kai Chek, 
in moving towards the goal of com- 
plete unification of all the leaders of 
the nation, requested a certain gen- 
eral to come to Nanking for a con- 
ference. giving his solemn word of 
honor that the person of the genera! 
would not be in danger, whatever tiie 
result of the conference. Upon this 
personal assurance the general came 
—and since that day the world has 
not seen him. 

With inexperience so largely at the 
helm of her public affairs, with dis- 
trust and bribery so rife in her men 
of public affairs, China—the China of 
more than four hundred million suf- 
fering souls—has not yet crossed her 
Rubicon or even come within sight 
of its banks. 

The rift of light in the clouds of 
inefficient government is that the na- 
tion has for the first time in its 
many centuries of existance a con- 
stitution based on principles of jus- 
tice and opportunity for high and low 
alike, and that the young leaders of 
today, may, with the experience gain- 
ed during the passing years. combine 
gool judgment and fair play with 
their university education, thus be- 
coming. as time goes by, wise leaders 
upon which this great. sleeping and 
miserable people may depend.

Three To Be Asked 
by State. 


Ocilla, Ga., August 12.—(/)—An 


Irwin county grand jury tomorrow 
will investigate the disappearance of 
Harry Loving. of Huntington, W. Va., 
who dropped from sight while passing 
through Ocilla in 1927 with two com- 
panions who were “hitch-hiking” their 
way from West Virginia to Florida. 

The state will seek the indictment, 


on charges of murder, of Aubrey Car-{ manent international automotive ex- 


lyle Hoov er and James Hoover, broth- 
ers and companions of Loving at the, 
time of his disappearance, and of 
Harry K. Sligh, owner of the house 
which burned to the ground on the 
night the three youths stopped here. 

All three are under arrest. Aubrey 
Carlyle Hoover was taken in custody 
in Daytona Beach, Fla.; his brother 
surrendered to police in Providence, 
R. I., and Sligh was arrested here. 

Although all three deny killing the 
29 _vear-old youth, the state contends 
Loving was slain and his body burned 
in Sligh’s home, later to be identified 
as Sligh, whose wife pressed an in- 
surance claim. 

Sligh was found in California and 
tried and acquitted on an_ arson 
charge. Meanwhile, Lovings mother 
who resides in Huntington, has made 
known her belief that the body found 
in the fire and buried at Seneca, S. 
C., as Sligh, is really that of her 
Son. 

The ease had been

“The_cotton crop is made or unmade 
by the “weather during August and 
September, and the outlook may be 
very much changed within the next 
(0 days, Therefore, it would seem 
wise for cotton spinners to buy at 
least a portion of their requirements 
if such purchases can be made at 
about the prices now current. If not 
wanted the cotton so bought can prob- 
ably be resold at a profit when the 
market advances on the crop scares 
that we are almost certain to have 
during the next six or eight. weeks.

THREE-WEEK TOBACCO 
SALES BREAK ’28 MARK. 
BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Georgia’s bright leaf tobacco crop 
has established a new record for re- 
turns in three weeks of sales and is 
ploughing on toward a new mark that 
may exceed $16,000,000. 

Official figures for the third week 
of sales compiled by the department 
of agriculture Monday showed a total 
of 25,776,283 pounds for a total of 
$4,812,644.07, bringing the season’s to- 
tal of 70,622,054 pounds returning 
$14,125,654.47 to growers. This ex- 
coeds the 1927 money record by nearly 

$3,000,000 as that year 59,088 000 
pounds brought $11, 463,000. The sea- 
son’s average stands at $20 per hun- 
dfed pounds. 

The average price for last week was 
$18.67 per 100 pounds, the drop from 
the previous week reflecting the 
amount of tips and other inferior 
grades that made their appearance on 
the 22 maraets. 

Government estimates of Georgia’s 
1929 tobacco crop placed the produc- 
tion this season at slightly more than 
79,000,000 pounds, bearing out oberva- 
tions of warehousemen in the south 
Georgia belt that the bulk of the crop 
had been sold.

on the free list, was indicated today 
after a lengthy discussion of these 
items in the house tariff, bills. 

After an all-day ‘session at which 
the sundry schedule embracing the 
three articles was under discussion, a 
tentative decision was shid to have 
been reached to leave hides dutiable 
at 10 per cent, the same as proposed 
in the house measure, and. leather and 
shoes at rates which would exceed 
the house duties i in some instances and 
be lower in others. 


Leather Rates Altered. 


The bill-as passed by the house pro- 
vided rates ranging from 12 1-2 to 30 
per cent on leather, depending on type, 
and 20 per cent on shoes manufactur- 
ed for all persons. 

Final decision on amendr-2nts to 
the house duties was said to have 
been postponed until tomorrow when a 
nationally known farm leader, who 
was consulted by telephone today, is 
expected to report/the reaction of his 
constituents to changes the committee 
majority had in mind. 

One senator said the compensatory, 
and in some instances, protective du- 
ties on leather and shoes which were 
agreed upon tentatively were based 
on the assumption that a 10 per cent 
rate on hides would be approved. It 
was indicated that certain of the house 
leather duties would be raised and 
some lowered under the changés to 
be approved, and that mffh's shoes 
probably would not be voted as high 
a rate as 20 per cent.

U.5.CO-OPERATIVE WOOL 
AGENCY IS PLANNED 


Washington, August 12.—()—Offi- 
cials of all wool co-operative market- 
ing associations and producer-owned 
warehouse associations in the United 
States will meet with the federal farm 
board in Chicago early in October to 
form a national co-operative sales 
agency and an advisory council for 
the commodity. 


This plan was announced by the 


board today after several conferences | 


with officials of the National Wool 
Marketing Council and other wool 


marketing associations which had ask- 
ed the board for the immediate selec- 
tion of a commodity advisory council 


and for financial aid from the farm 
relief fund. 


A similar petition is expected to be | 


received by the board tomorrow from 
officials of the American Cotton 
Growers Exchange. At the board's 
offices it was indicated that on the 
basis of the present organization of 
leading cotton market agencies the 
selection of an advisory council for 
that crop appeared to be likely. 
To Withhold Funds, 

The decision of the board to with- 
hold funds for the time being from the 
Wool Marketing Association was in 
keeping with its policy to bring about 
as large an amalgamation of market- 
ing concerns of each major commodity 
as possible. A statement by the board 
declared that “it is apparent that one 
of the major problems confronting the 
wool associations is a need for the co- 
ordination of their selling efforts.” 

The board’s conferences with the 
wool officials developed that of this 
year's 300,000,000-pound clip of wool. 
approximately 20,000,000 pounds will 
be handled by members of the nation- 
al wool marketing council: 7,000,000 
pounds by co-operatives who are not 
members of the council: 35,000,000 
pounds by farmer-owned warehouse 
companies of Texas, California and 
New Mexico, and 5,000,000 pounds by 
local co-operative pools in western 
states.

The commodity advisory coun- 
cils are authorized under the farm re- 
lief act and their function is intend- 
ed to be that of generally supervising 
the production and marketing of the 
crop for which they are appointed. 

By agreeing to the formation of a 
large national marketing corporation 
for wool, the board would bring its co- 
operative marketin; program to the 
third crop. A marketing corporation 
has been organized for wheat, and the 
board has taken steps to make such 
ain agency possible in the Florida 


citrus frvit area. Next the board wil! | 


consider the marketing needs of cot- 
fon and then intends to examine the 
tobacco situation. 

The incorporation of a $20.000.000 
marketing concern for fruits and veze- 
tables to be known as the United 
Growers of America, plans for which 
were announced in New York lJast 
night, was accomplished without the 
knowledge of the farm board. Some

Past and Present. 


Among those entered for the amateur golf championship at Pebble 
Beach, now little more than two weeks away, are two names you may 
recall—but not in connection with golf. One is Shafer and the other is 
McLoughlin. In case you need more in the way of identification, Shafer 
is none other than the Tillie Shafer who starred for the Giants some 14 
years ago at third and short. McLoughlin happens to be Mauricé Mc- 
Loughlin, who as the California Comet, set the tennis world on fire just 
around the same period. I happened to go out with Shafer in one of the 
first rounds of golf he ever played. He was then starring at third for the 
Giants and walloping the ball above .300. I can’t recall any new perform- 
er at golf who picked up the swing more quickly. Shafer was a natural 
athlete, quick to get the fundamentals, with an understanding of what 
they meant. McGraw always said that he could have been one of the 
great ball players of the game if he had cared to stick. He gave up pro- 
fessional baseball and turned to golf as his main pastime and within two 
wears was playing steadily under 30. ; 

When McLoughlin’s tennis days were over the Californian switched to 
golf. Here, also, was the natural athlete, quick*to adapt himself to any 
game he liked to play. I played several rounds with McLoughlin in Cali- 
fornia a few years ago and his scoring range was in between 72 and 76. 
He had a fine natural swing with a world of power and no one could ever 
complain of his competitive temperament. He went into a tennis battle 
with flame and dash and he goes into.a golf battle with determination, 
concentration and coolness. If he gets exicted or nervous or sore he 

doesn’t show it. 

| It is an interesting turn of events to find two stars from other games 
_from a past decade among those pointing for Del Monte and the amateur 
| golf championship of the United States. It was just 15 years ago that 
| McLoughlin became one of the tennis immortals by beating Norman 
Brookes‘ and Tony Wilding on successive davs with a smashing game that

Another Comparison. 


With the strong probability that Cubs and Athletics will meet in the 
next world series, a number of queries have come in, asking how the 
two leaders of 1929 compare with the two winners of 1910, which hap- 
pens to be the year these two teams took over the post-season show. 

The Athletics of 1929 have a much better catcher than the Athletics 
of 1910 could show, since Cochrane happens to be one of the all-time 
stars back of the bat, and with the bat Coombs, Bender and Plank must 
be matched with Grove, Walberg and Earnshaw. The latter are good, but 
the former made-up one of the best staffs ever collected in one cage. 
The 1910 Atheltic infield with McInnis, Collins, Barry and Baker could 
| spot the present infield at least two jumps. But Simmons, Haas and Miller 
can put it over Strunk, Oldring and the others Mack used. The old Ath- 
letic machine won four pennants in five years and so has proved its place 
over a stretch of time. The present outfit has yet to prove any such 
ability to keep on winning year after year. This may happen later on, but 
it hasn't happened yet. The Athletics of 1929 are not so far back of the 
| old outfit, regarded as one of the best in baseball. 

The Cubs of 1929 have no catcher to match Kling and no infield 
to match Chance, Evers, Tinker and Zimmerman. If memory hasn't taken 
another nosedive, Zim supplanted Steinfeldt about that time. The two 
pitching staffs were about the same. Both can show great outfields— 
1910 had Sheckard, Hofman and Schulte to match Stephenson, Wilson and 
Cuyler. The latter are the harder hitting trio, but the former had some- 
thing to spare in the art of defensive play, where Sheckard and Hofman 
especially were a brace of ground covering wizards. 

It might be recalled that the Cubs of 1910 were not the Cubs of 1906 
and 1907. They were Slipping while the Athletics were on their way up. 
lt was another case of the new champion meeting the old, where the old 
had passed his day of greatness. The Cubs and Athletics of 1929 are 
hoth at their best, both fairly young and just coming on with their best 
stuff.

There was never a time through- 
out the entire two sets that the Eng- 
glish lass was not knocking at the 
door of victory. She matched drive 
for drive with the hard hitting Cali- 
fornia girl and more than held her 
own at this style of play. If I am 
any judge of tennis matches. she was 
distinctly superior to the Wimbledon 
champion in using the drop shot just 
over the net. It was a beautiful match 
to watch and one that held the large 
gallery enthralled right up until the 
last point was ended. 

SEES CHAMPION. 

It is my belief that another year 
will see Miss Nuthall at the top of 
the tennis heap. She lacks only one 
necessary requisite at the present time 
to gain the world’s championship and 
that is a volleying game that she is 
absolutely sure of at all times. There 
were times in both her matches 
against Miss Wills and Miss Jacobs 
where she had these players at her 
mercy were she able to follow up 
her deep court drives with a killing 
volley at the net. Outside of the 
volley she plays every other shot with 
the unquestioned mastery of a_ten- 
nis genius. Her service, which has 
been developed during the past year, 
is fast enough to keep her opponent 
on the defensive. while her forehand 
and backhand are more than severe 
enough to allow her to sally forth to 
the net position for the final kill. 
Had she been able to do that against 
Miss Wills on Saturday it is con- 
ceivable that the Wightman cup

Outside of 
Mrs. Wightman, there was not a girl 
on the American team who knew any- 
thing about doubles play. It is safe 
to say that the weakest doubles team 
on the English squad would have had 
little trouble in defeating the best 
team that the American players could 
have put forth. The team of Helen 
Wills and Edith Cross in their match 
against Mrs. Michell and Mrs. 
Waton displayed the most glaring 
lack of doubles tactics that I have 
seen in a championship match in 
many years. 

POOR DOUBLES. 


Just what it was that they lacked 
was hard to explain unless it was 
general all around doubles ability. I 
really believe that one of the main 
reasons for our lack of good dou- 


bles teams lies in the fact that we

years of continual practice 
‘for a doubles teain to find its real 
worth. If one looks down the pages 
of tennis history he finds such teams 
‘as Hackett and Alexander, 
;and Wilding and many others

SLIGHT EARTHQUAKE 
ROCKS SIX STATES 


-———— 


Albany, N. Y., August 12.-—(?)— 
Throughout parts of five eastern states 
and one Canadian province belated 
sleepers rolled from tilted beds while 
earlier risers leaped from the break- 


fast table and rushed in alarm to the 
streets as the earth’s crust vibrated in 
a series of quakes of varying intensity 
and duration today. 

When the last tremor died away it 
was found that while the shocks were 
felt from Connecticut to Ohio and 
from Pennsylvania to the province of 
Ontario, the resultant damage was but 
slight. Residents of a score of cities 
resumed their daily tasks and left to 
the scientists the work of determining 
the extent, intensity and location of 
the quakes. 

Observers in various laboratories 
said the tremors had moved in a north 
and south direction through the cen- 
tral and western part of New York 
state and that the center of the dis- 
turbance probably was located some- 
where near Bellefonte. Pa. 

Damage in Attica. 

The greatest damage was reported 
from Attica, where one industrial 
plant was forced to suspend operations 
because of damage to its machinery, 
throwing 300 men out of work. One 
wall of the Attica Methodist’ Episcopal 
church was cracked and the roof dam- 
aged by falling chimneys. A huge 
chimney on an industrial plant at 
Warsaw also collapsed. 

The earliest manifestations of the 
temblor was at Binghamton, where 
residents reported feeling the shocks 
between 1:00 and 3:00 a. m. The 
majority of the reports from other sec- 
tions, however, fixed the time approx!- 
mately at 7:30 a. m. The scientific 
observation at the seismographic lab- 
oratory at Canisius college, Buffalo, 
gave it as exactly 24 minutes and BD 
seconds past 7 a. m., eastern daylight 
saving time. 

Rey. John P. Delaney, S. J., in 
charge of the laboratory, reported 
that the principal. shock lasted 12 sec- 
onds, and was followed by minor trem- 
ors at intervals during the next sIx 
minutes. He fixed the center of the 
quake at a point at least 200 miles 
south of Buvtifalo. } 

The Canisius college seismograph 
failed to record the intensity of the 
temblor, the amplitude of the vibra- 
tions being so great that the needle 
ran off the recording paper. 

Windows Are Broken. 

At Erie, Pa., windows were brok- 
en and in dozens of places dishes rat- 
tled in cupboards and pictures sway- 
ed on the walls. In Erie apart- 
ment houses those living on the upper 
floors reported that the entire build- 
ing seemed to sway. gently. One wom- 
an in Elmira said her bed broke down 
from the force of the shock. 

Reports from New Haven, Conn., 
Springfield, Mass., Ashtabula, Ohio, 
and other points indicated’ thosé 
places were on the fringe of the 
quake zone, the shocks being very 
slight. Albany also experienced only 
a slight shock. . 

Northward from Erie and Sayre, 
Pa., through the western part of 
New Yerk state, the shocks were more 
severe and the reports of their being 
felt more numerous, Syracuse, Roch- 
esier and Buffalo were directly in 
the path of the temblor, which reached 
ns far north as Brantford, Ont., and 
was felt with considerable force in To- 
ronte. Seismographs at Ottawa, Ont., 
registered the presence of the quake 
aithongh it was not felt there with 
auv degree of intensity. 

({uests of Adirondack mountain ho- 
tels hurriedly left the buildings when 
fixiures rattled and pictures swung 
to and fro.
